Waste Product Turns to Gold 


It is recorded that as early as the | 
year 800 salt was prepared commer- | 
cially from the brine of springs on 
the site of the present town of Stass- 
furt, in Central Germany, and here 
the industry was carried on in a pri- 
mitive way until the beginning of the 
18th century whef an enterprising en- 
gineer sunk a shaft, permitting the 
salt to be excavated more rapidly in 
its crystalline state, But overlying the 
beds of common salt were extensive 
layers of kainite, carnallite and syl- 
vinite containing salts of magnesia, 
lime and potash. These waste or 
“abraum” salts had to be removed in 
large quantities to clear the workings, 
and they accumulated in large heaps 
around the pit-heads, for with pro- |

In 1860, when Baron Justus von 
Liebig, the celebrated German chem- 
ist, established the value of potash 
as a fertilizer, he realized the dream 
and ambition of the alchemists of old 
by virtually transmuting a baser sub- 
stance into gold, for immediately the 
waste salts supplanted the common 
salt as a major object of the mining 
operations, and the search for more 
potash to meet the world’s growing 
demand for the substance was so suc- 
cessful that new mines soon dotted 
the landscape all over central and 
southern Germany, Some of the rich- 
est deposits were located in Alsace, 
now again a province of France and 
source of supply for that country, 
with enough to spare for export to 
this side of the Atlantic,

Inexhaustible Supplies 


There are no known deposits of po- 
tash salts in Canada, but sources in 
the United States have been discov- 
ered and developed, From_ brine 
springs in Nebraska, from the bed of | 
the dried-up lake in California and 
from deep workings in New Mexico 
potash is being recovered and refined 
Germany no longer has the monopoly, 
and potash is being mined in Russia, 
Poland, Spain, while the unfathomed 
saline depths of the Dead Sea in Pa- 
lestine are now yielding up their | 
stores of this vital substance, Chlor- 
ide of potash, a refined product, that 
is known in the trade as muriate of 
potash, is the chief form in which 
potash is served to the farmer, In 
proportions varying according to the 
needs of the crop, it is combined wit 
sources of nitrogen and phosphate to 
make a balanced fertilizer, and the 
4-8-10 is what makes potatoes grow.

In these days of international strife and internal 
protagonists of Fascism and Communism In the saddle some countries 
and advocates of these other isms striving to get the upper hand in 
ther realms, the people of Western Canada have every reason to be thank-

a country where democracy reigns-—a country 
in which the people themselves have the right to say what they want and 
in which the precious privileges of free speech and a free press still prevail. | 

Fears are frequently being expressed, however, that democratic coun- 
tries are in danger of being overwhelmed by the fighting forces of dictator- 
ruled countries and that democracy is In peril of extinction. No doubt, 
there have been some grounds for such fears, but to-day the greatest dan- 
ger to self-government comes from within rather than without. 

It can be taken for granted that the great bulk of the people of this 
ountry are not prepared to surrender their liberties to any form of dictator- 
ship, whether group or individual, The rights of free speech and freedom 
of action are cherished and there are few who would relinquish them in 
favor of benefits, !maginary or real, which would result from abandonment 
of the self-governing privilege | 

But if these rights and privileges are to be conserved, it is essential 
that the standard of education of the people be high and that they be of 
strong moral fibre, for in a democracy it is a sine qua non that the leaders 
of government must possess these attributes in high degree and it is also 
a fact that in these respects the leaders cannot be far in advance of the 
electorate who give them their authority or they will not be in office very 
long. So that in the final analysis the type of government that the people 
of a democracy get depends upon themselves and is no higher than they 
deserve. Hence, the {mportance of an enlightened, intelligent and unselfish
